County would not be re- 
duced very much, if atall 
by a bill which unani- 
mously passed the Ase- 
sembly last Tuesday, ac~- 
cording to Lee Sinclair, 
chief enforcement officer 


of the county Air Pollution 
Control District. 


Bill author Craig 
Biddle, who represents 
Riverside ounty, feels 


the measure would reduce 
much of the amog which 
‘*rolla over into my coun- 
ty” from Los Angeles, 
but Sinclair had a dif- 
ferent opinion about the 
effect on this county. 

The bill, which was sent 
to the Senate, would in- 
crease county air pol- 
lution control hearing 
board membership from 
three to five persons, ad- 
ding an environmentalist 
and one public member, 

It would also require 
the hearing boards, which 
are separate from the alr 
pollution control dis- 
tricts, to hold formal pub- 


lic hearings on all re- 
quests by firms for var- 
jances from existing air 
pollution standards, 
Sinclair said that since 
at least 1970 the hearing 
board requests for vari 
ances have been open to 
the public, as required in 
the county APCD rule 
adopted that year by the 


board of supervisors, 

The second part of the 
bill would not, therefore, 
affect the county activi- 
ties at all although they 
would be required, upon 
passage of the bill, to
